War and Plague. 


The new war between Poland and the 
Bolsheviks has focussed public opinion 
throughout the world on the military and 
political aspects of the Central European 
problem. The appeal made by Mr. 
Balfour, on behalf of the Council of the 
League of Nations, for the immediate pro- 
vision of £260,000 to fight the typhus 
epidemic brings an even more important 
aspect of the situation into high relief. 
Mr. Baliour paints a dreadful picture of the 
condition to which Central Europe has been 
reduced by typhus. His statements are 
based on the most trustworthy evidence 
supplied by disinterested public health 
authorities in Europe and America, and, 
as he himself is not likely to give his 
imprimatur to a “scare,”’ the facts which 
he cites are worthy of careful attention. 
Typhus, in any circumstances, is a terrible 
disease. When it gets a grip on a region 
inhabited by half-starved people, utterly 
worn out in body and mind by the rigours 
and privations of a cruel war, its terrors 
become multiplied a hundredfold, and it 
develops rapidly intoa plague. The present 
epidemic began in Russia. Scarcely a 
town in that vast country has been spared, 
and half the doctors who have been en- 
gaged in combating the disease have fallen 
victims to its ravages. Infection has 
radiated from Russia in all directions, 
but chiefly towards Poland and the south- 
west, Poland’s condition offered little re. 
sistance. Doctors struggled bravely, but 
they were, and are, handicapped by “the 
lack of medical supplies, and, moreover,

Manger. In all these lands medicines and 
sanitary appliances are virtually non- 
existent. There are few doctors, ‘fewer 
nurses, and hardly any hospitals worthy 
of the name. Everything points to an 
appalling death-roll during the next six 
months, and unless effective steps he 
taken without delay, the disease almost 
certainly will penetrate to Western 
Europe. So far very little has been 
done. Individual States and individual 
towns have worked hard to check the 
spread of the disease, and a certain 
measure of success has rewarded them. 
The typhus epidemic, however, has ceased 
to be a local, or even a national, problem. 
Like its twin pestilence, Bolshevism, it 
threatens mankind, and, therefore, must 
be opposed by all the civilised world. With 
money typhus can be localised, and, 
ultimately, killed. Ten million pounds 
will be necessary for its extermination, 
and Mr. Balfour's appeal asks for 
£250,000 for immediate needs. Surely the 
Governments of the world will not ignore 
his powerful plea. Self-interest, no less 
than common humanity,, demands that 
every country shall do its share to avert a 
general plague. 

Even America must recognise the value 
of an institution: like “the League. of 
Nations in such a crisis. The League may 
not be a very effective instrument for the 
prevention of war; but its machinery 
provides the best and quickest method 
of dealing . with the, typhus danger, 
and if it can stop, or even delay, the west- 
ward march of the disease, it will do much 
to justify its existence. Willy-nilly the 
world is being driven towards interna- 
tionalism in matters such as econgmics 
and public -health, and, if people will not 
allow the League of Nations, to manage 
their politics for them, they should em- 
ploy it as their common sanitary officer 
and medical: adviser. It provides an ex- 
cellent opportunity for the pooling of re- 
sources and knowledge, and could perform 
a thousand useful tasks without treading 


on the most delicate corn of even the 
loudest-mouthed “patriot” We hope 
that the necessary funds will be sub- 


scribed in the present instance, not only 
because the typhus scourge is.a very real 
danger to the whole world, but also be- 
cause the League of Nations may get a 
chance of proving its worth. Sooner or 
later the present hole-and-corner system 
of “managing” world affairs must be 
scrapped and be replaced by some kind of 
international league. It will have a far 
greater chance of success if it starts from 
a small beginning, rolling, like a snow- 
ball, down the hill of the future, and 
gathering functions on its, way, than if it 
starts as an omnipotent § super-State. 
Saccess against typhus would give the 
League that prestige among the peoples of 
the world of which its creators by their 
very zeal have deprived it. So far it has 


achieve too much in too short a time. 
Should it be provided with sufficient 
money, however, to tackle the typhus 
problem in earnest, we are convinced that 
it would succeed. The alternative is the 
certain desolation of a large part of 
Euitope. 


The Industrial Crisis. 


The Trade Union Congress will meet to- 
day under the, shadow of a grave crisis 
in the country’s industrial history. - Ti | 
almost every trade discortent is rife, and 
in some the prospect of a strike is immi- 
nent. It is to be hoped that the delegates 
will survey the. situation calmly, and will 
have the courage to warn tho “ hotheads ”’ 
in the Labour movement that the time has 
gone when policies based on class selfish- 
ness could be pursued with impunity. 
Advice of this kind is sorely needed by 
many of the s6-called leaders, and by none 
more than by Mr. Smillie and his col- 
Their conduct threatens to split 

Federation, and to bring 
the country. If matters are 
remain as they stand at 
general strike of miners 
will begin on the 27th inst. The 
Government dares not recede from its 
present position, and, therefore, the sole 
chance of peace lies in a modification of 
the miners’ demands. The President of 
the Board of Trade repeated on Saturday 
that he was willing to discuss any 
reasonable proposal; in fact, he went out 
of his way to show that the door still was 
open for compromise. Indirectly, he in- 
vited the miners to drop the political part 
of their claim (the question of coal prices) 
and to submit their case for an increase 
of wages to the Industrial Court. This. is 
a strictly impartial tribunal, and it. could 
be trusted to hold the scales evenly be- 
tween the miner and the nation. Both 
the dockers and the railwaymen have good 
reason to be thankful for its existence. 
The former got their 16s. per day from the 
Court, and the railwaymen received a sub- 
stantial advance. If two members of the 
Triple Alliance can trust the Industrial 
Court, we can see no good reason why the 
third member should refuse to accept its 
arbitration. Mr. Smillie, however, is 
obdurate. He declares that the two parts’ 
of his case are indivisible. The Trade Union 
Congress must convince him that he is 
mistaken. If a strike takes place three 
weeks hence, tens of thousands of workers 
will be idle at once, and the number will 
grow at a steady and accelerating pace 
with every day that passes. Therefore, it 
behoves the Congress to exert all its in- 
fluence to bring Mr. Smillie to a more 
reasonable frame of mind. The average 
worker expects if to remember that 
the public welfare is more important 
than that of any particular class. 
He has formed a tolerably just esti- 
mate of the miners’ position in the 
matter of wages, .work, holidays, and 
comforts, and has no sympathy with Mr. 
Smillie’s policy. He» knows that virtually 
everything that the Miners’ Federation 
has asked for during the last six years 
has been granted without a struggle, and 
that in the same period the annual output 
from the mines has fallen by 47,000,000 
tons. He knows also that this is a serious 
factor in the cost of living, and that a 
further increase of wages to the mitier 
must be met by the consumer. In the cir- 
cumstances the only possible compromise 
which would meet with general approval 
is that the miners should agree to increase

the disposal of the profits on exported 
coal and the price of domestic supplies 
cannot be conceded on any terms.
